New Chief to Seek Professionalism

Complete professionalism 
is the goal of Duane R. 
Kinsey who 
assum es 
his 
duties as chief of the Plano 
P olice D epartm ent 
next 
month. 
“ A 
law 
enforcem ent 
agency--to be e ffe c tiv e - 
must be professional,” he 
explained during an in­ 
terview Thursday. 
“ One 
indication of professionalism 
is to treat everyone equally, 
whether a bank president or 
a member of what we think 
of as a minority group. We 
are 
going 
to 
becom e 
professional in every sense.” 
Kinsey who plans to be at 
his new desk on Jan. 15 was 
in Plano this week with his 
wife Marjorie looking for a 
house. 
He 
is 
currently 
completing an assignment in 
a major southern city with 
Ernst & Ernst as a law en­ 


forcement 
consultant 
and 
will m ove to Plano as soon as 
the study is concluded. 
He has been with the firm 
for six years coordinating all 
criminal justice work, and in 
1973 Kinsey Directed Plano’s 
management 
study 
which 
has been used to reorganize 
the department. 
“I’ve had the advantage of 
looking at the department at 
length while we prepared the 
management 
review,” 
he 
noted. “ Nothing disturbs me 
about the present programs 
and 
nothing 
w ill 
be 
eliminated im mediately. 
I 
have many new programs in 
mind but they will have to be 
studied in the context of the 
City of Plano. 
Nothing Definite 
“You can’t just pick a 
program up and transplant 
it ,” 
K insey 
explained. 
“ I 
m ust 
spend 
a

siderable length of time just

getting m y feet on 
the 
ground. I have no precon­ 
ceived ideas but tnai doesn't 
mean I’m not searching for 
things we can do.” 
He had extensive praise 
for 
the 
d ep artm ent’s 
equipm ent and fa cilities. 


Kinsey said both equipment 
and officers are ‘way above 
av erag e” and added that the 
new

favorably with facilities in 
other cities.

before, Kinsey has had a 
w ide range of experience. He 
was with the Ohio State

Ernst & Ernst during the 
past six years, I think I have 
really covered the ground in 
experience,” 
Kinsey 
said. 
“ I’ve consulted with m any 
sheriff and police depart­ 
m ents throughout the United 
States and I’ve had a better 
chance than most to look at 
the goods and bads-from 
part-time agencies to those 
with more than 700 officers.” 
Kinsey said Plano is “very 
fortunate to have such a fine 
departm ent” and stressed 
that there will be no im ­ 
m ediate changes in the chain 
of 
com m and 
or 
in 
the 
structure of the department. 
No Change Seen 
“ I see no need to change,” 
he said. “We have a good 
assistant chief and deputy 
chief in J.B. Toler and A.H. 
K im zey. 
I’ll 
rely 
very 
heavily on those two. I think 
we can build our department 
with the personnel 
w e’ve 
got.” 
Alan Ratliff’s experience 
as acting police chief for the 
past few months will also be 
fully utilized, he said. Kinsey 
stressed that although the 
assistant city manager will 
be m oving back to 
the 
municipal building, he plans 
to work closely with Ratliff 
during the transition period. 
Ratliff will return to the 
city m anager’s suite of of­ 
fices early next month to 
concentrate on right-of-way 
acq u isition , p rod uctivity, 
work savin gs and other 
administrative duties. 
“ A lan’s 
filling in

period has been invaluable,” 
City Manager David Griffin 
said. “The council and I 
can’t praise too highly his

s a d n e ss, w ith d ra w a l and 
pessimism, but usually these

But Schuyler pointed out 
that a person who does get 
depressed might feel a little 
worse at Christmas because 
he thinks he ought to be 
feeling good at that point in 
time, 
while in 
fact 
he’s 
feeling just terrible. 
Joyous Time 
“ The Christmas season is 
geared toward joy. hope and 
f a m ily ,” 
Sm ith 
a g re ed . 
“ People not in that type of 
situation feel loneliness even 
more accutely. For people 
who have suffered a severe 
loss such as death, divorce 
or 
separation 
during 
the 
year, feelings of isolation 
and 
being 
alone 
a re 
accentuated.” 
Stress also contributes to 
depression, she said. Many 
times finances are stretched 
to 
the 
b reak in g 
point 
because 
families 
overbuy 
and then find themselves in a 


stressful financial condition. 
“ D epression 
has 
a 
snowball effect,” she said. 
“ Once someone begins to 
think depressed thoughts-I 
ca n ’t. I won’t, I feel b ad - 
things get worse and the 
more miserable he becomes. 
P o sitiv e 
thinking 
c a n ’t 
resolve 
all 
p ro b lem s, 
because sometimes things 
really are bad, but it helps. If 
depressed, you- must make 
a conscious effort to change, 
do things and have a more 


positive outlook.” 
Suicide Possible

Depression also upsets the 
family balance and other

depressed 
Mild depressions usually 
go away, but more severe 


c a se s 
should 
seek 
professional help or consult 
one of the many agencies 
that can help. Smith advised. 
“There are many helping 
people who can aid in such 
situ a tio n s,” 
she 
said . 
“Talking to close friends, a 
minister or a doctor m ay 
ea se 
the 
fee lin g s 
of 
d ep ression . Som e of the 
signs of depression include 
any 
obvious 
ch an ge 
in 
behavior patterns, feelings 
of confusion and anxiety, 
inability to tolerate normal 
stress or a sleep disorder 
such as too much or too little 
rest.”

C hristmas funds this year have 
you robbing Peter to pay Paul 
and consuming larger quantities 
of aspirin than you like to ad­ 
mit? If so, you could be con­ 
sidering a Christmas Club sav­ 
ings account for next year and 
should haye some solid data on 
which to base your decision. 


In 
1974, some 
19 million 
consumers 
opened 
Christmas 
Club accounts in financial in­ 
stitutions across the country, 
and, says the American Bank­ 
ers Association 
( A B A ) , they 
each saved an estimated average 
of $205 over the 12 month pc 
riod. 


Why did these people pump 
more than $3.75 billion into 
club accounts rather than regu­ 
lar savings? For most of them, 
the advantage came from the 
psychological pressure of hav­ 
ing a coupon to turn in with 
the weekly or bi-weekly pay­ 
ments. The result? Forced sys­ 
tematic savings for individuals 
who find self-discipline >s not 
one of their strong points. 


It’s interesting to note that 
many of these depositors did 
not 
receive 
any 
interest 
on 
their savings, and yet preferred 
the 
non-interest earning club 
account to a regular savings ac­ 
count for building Christmas 
funds. Fortunately for these de­ 
positors, the number of finan­ 
cial institutions offering interest 
on club accounts is increasing 
yearly and is now up to about 
45 per cent. 


The A B A 
points out 
that 
even without interest, the club 
account is a true public service. 
Federal Reserve Board statistics 


-The Pros And Cons 
show that only the very largest 
banks, with deposits over $200 
million, make any 
profit on 
club accounts. W hy? The cost 
of maintaining the account is 
simply larger than the profit 
that can be made from invest­ 
ing such a small amount of 
money. As a matter of fact, 
small and medium sized banks 
lose anywhere from $0.76 to 
$ 1.07 per account b efo re paying 
interest. 


If you feel the need for a

banks may pay on club ac­ 
counts, as on any passbook or 
statement savings account, is 5

amount is set by law. And yet 
you can and should shop around 
for the best possible interest 
yield. 
I his is affected by the 
method of compounding your 
interest Daily compounding of­ 
fers the best return, with month 
ly, quarterly and annual meth­ 
ods running after in that order.

that 
your funds

Gov. Dolph Briscoe’s staff 
is preparing one plan that 


would give additional aid to 
districts based on the in­ 
dividual 
needs of each 
student; 
the 
Board 
of 
Education has come up with 
its own version of a school 
finance system; 
and the 
Texas 
State 
Teachers 
Association is proposing a 
third version. 
Lt. Gov. William P. Hobby 
and Rep. Bill Clayton, D- 
Springlake, apparently the 


successor 
to 
retiring 
Speaker Price Daniel Jr., 
agree that the ultim ate 
school finance bill probably 
will include ingredients from 
each

proposals.

Hasty expenditure of the 
surplus could force the 
legislature in two or four 
years to come up with a 
billion 
dollar 
tax 
bill. 
The most open division 
among the leadership ap­ 
parently is over utility 
regulation. Hobby has said 
he favors creation of a state 
utilities 
commission 
to 
regulate rates and services, 
and 
Briscoe 
has 
acknowledged there need for

Clayton, however, said he 
sees no need for a state 
utilities commission and 
personally opposes creation 
of one.

Dallas Registrar 
Mrs. Lamm Is Retiring 


After 33 years in the Vital 
Statistics Section of the 
Dallas City Health Depart­ 
ment, the woman who of­ 
ficially recorded the death in 
Dallas of President John F. 
Kennedy and subsequently 
the deaths of Lee Harvey 
Oswald and Jack Ruby will 
re tire 
from 
her 
duties 
Friday, Dec. 27. 
She 
is 
Mrs. 
M aurine 
Lamm, who for the last 20 
years 
has 
served 
as 
Registrar bf Vital Stastistics 
for the city and who has 
relatives in the Plano area. 
Mrs. Lamm recalls that in 
the tragic days following the 
President’s 
assassination, 
the Vital Statistics office was 
flooded 
with 
so 
m any 
requests for copies of his 
death 
certificate 
from 
bereaved 
adm irers, 
the 
curious, and some 
who 
might make fraudulent use 
of it that she secured a 
special ruling from the 
Commissioner of Health of 
the State of Texas to restrict 
the certificate to members of 
the President’s own family. 
This ruling was also applied 
for Oswald and Ruby, whose 
subsequent deaths she also 
officially registered. 
She began her public 


service career in 1942, two 
months after Pearl Harbor, 
as a young woman clerk- 
typist in the Vital Statistics 
section and never left the 
premises to seek another job 
because she thought it a 
challenge to correctly record 
the vital statistics of area 
citizens. 
“ I came as a temporary 
em ployee,” Mrs. 
Lamm 
recalls, “and though I later 
took a Civil Service test, I 
was never told I was hired 
full-time. I just stayed on.” 
She made $75.50 
per 
month and worked five-and- 
a-half days a week. 
During 33 years of public 
service, her office officially 
registered 624,031 live births 
occurring in Dallas and 
201,923 deaths. When she 


arrived in the Vital Statistics 
section of the city health 
department, the population 
of Dallas proper stood at 
332,678, but at the end of 1973 
it had increased by half 
a million to 908,607. 


She also has directed the 
coding of statistics that show 
the cause of deaths oc­ 
curring in Dallas and her 
records indicate an im ­ 
provement in health. In 1942 
the average age of death for 
both sexes was 50. but had 
improved bv 1973 to 60.10 
years. 


Mrs. Lamm is the sixth 
registrar since the office was 
created by the city in 1910, 
and the third woman to hold 
this position. Her successor 
is Mrs. Johnnie Willis, who 


presently does the coding on 
causes of death.
